Isaac Yansaiien slipped 
away from the bat hingmaster and 
was caught in the seething current 
near I he pav ilion. 

Samuel Krankcnhciin, a deaf and 
dumb man, saw Yansaiien strug- 
gling in the water. He pulled off 
his clothes, jumped head first from 
the bop of the pav ilion platform and 
came up within a few feet of the 
drowing man. 

Senator Bradley, Who was on the 
walk, look oil' his coat and went 
down the steep and slippery steps 

that formerly Led to the beach, but 

which now hang over ten feet of 
water in the ocean. Mr. Bradley 
Caught hold of (he corner post, took 
his coat by the sleeve and tiling it 
out towards the struggling men. 
The steps were very slippery. 

Founder Bradlej somehow or other 
lost his hold ami fell overboard. 

His coal was swept out to sea. 
The Senator st nude out manfully 

ami breasted the Incoming waves, 
lb' was jammed up against thesides 
of tfte pavilion and held fast lo the 
slippery boards. 

How to get the Senator out and 

save young Vanaauen, whose head 

was kept above water by the ileal' 
and dumb man, was the problem lo 
be solved by I he crowd on the pavil 
ion.
